LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Guzette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 


(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 


the House within the first ten days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned.

By-law 4272 





A By-law to Expropriate a Right-of-way 
for Storm Sewer Purposes 


The Council for The Corporation of 
the District of North Vancouver, hereby 
enacts the following: 


1. For the purpose of installing storm 
sewer works for the benefit of lands in 
the District of North Vancouver, the 
right-of-way and temporary working

along a portion of the east boundary of 
said Lot 2, a distance of 25.77 feet; 
thence N.22°49'30”W., a distance of 
39.38 feet, more or less, to an intersection 
with the north boundary of said Lot 2;

3. The right-of-way hereby expropri- 
ated is necessary for the proper installa- 
tion, operation, and maintenance of cer- 
tain storm sewer works, and the working 
space is required for the said storm 
sewer works during the construction 
thereof. 


4. For the purposes aforesaid, The 
Corporation of the District of North 
Vancouver, by its servants, agents, and 
licensees, is hereby authorized to enter 
upon the hereinbefore-described lands or 
any part thereof, with such mechanical 
equipment or other tools as may be nec- 
essary for the purpose of digging and 
refilling trenches or other works, and of 
excavating and removing soil, rock, 
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gravel, vegetation, or other matter for the 
operation of such storm sewer works as 
in the opinion of the municipal engineer 
may from time to time be necessary, and 
to lay or install pipes, manholes, or house 
connections on and under the said lands, 
and from time to time thereafter to enter 
upon the said lands for the purpose of 
inspecting, cleaning, repairing, maintain- 
ing, or placing, removing, or stopping-up 
any such pipes, manholes, or house con- 
nections, and for the purpose of gaining 
access to any contiguous right-of-way on 
any lands adjoining the right-of-way and 
working space hereby expropriated. 

5. Any real property injuriously af- 
fected by the carrying-out of the installa- 
tion, operation, or maintenance of the 
aforesaid storm sewer works or any of 
them, may be entered upon by the work- 
men or employees of The Corporation of 
the District of North Vancouver or by 
any contractors employed by The Corpo- 
ration to carry out the works, and they 
and each of them are hereby authorized 
so to enter in order to execute such works 
of construction, maintenance, or repair, 
in mitigation of injury done or appre- 
hended, or in mitigation of compensation 
claimable by reason of or through the 
carrying-out of the works authorized. 

6. This by-law may be cited for all 
purposes as “Storm Sewer Expropriation 
By-law 1972.”
